Shocking Tragedy 
Snuffs Qut Lives 
3 Pahokee Men 


A shocking tragedy occurred 
around 11 a. m. Friday when Ed 
Barnes, plant superintendent and 
sales manager of the Hull Pack- 
ing Company, John F. Mosley, Jr. 
plant foreman, and Sam: Jackson, 
negro laborer, all were’ overcome 
by and succumbed to poison’ gas 
fumes in a well connected with 
the celery washing and precooling 
system at the Hull packing house 

During a lull in operations at the 
plant while waiting for the day 
harvest of celery to arrive from 
the fields Mr. Barnes descendec 
into the well, which. had nearly 
been pumped dry, for an inspec- 
tion and decided to have it clean» 
out before starting the day's pack- 
ing operations. He sent Sam Jack- 
son to the bottom of the 18-foot 
well to clear away the mud which 
was to be sent to the top by a 
bucket attached to a rope. While 
digging in the bottom with a 
shovel Jackson pierced a pipe con- 


taining the, fluid used for precoot- 
ing and waa instantly overcome. 
Mr: Barnes, ack: 
son Was sufi rt at- 
tack, told Mr: more 
help and descended to the bottor 
to tie the rope around Jackson so 
he could be drawn to the surface. 
When Mosley returned with help 
he found both Barnes and Jackson 
unconscious and started for the 
bottom to bring them out. As he 
descended. he became aware of the 
menace of gas fumes and shoutea 
& warning to thoses at the top but 
he, too, was overcome before he 
could either help the other two or 
reach the top to safety. 

By this time considerable help 
had arrived on the scene and AI- 
bert Snyder, who operates a groc- 
ery store on Belle Glade Road near 
the plant, braved the menacing 
depths of the well, wearing @ 
badly fitting gas mask, and by 
carefully holding his breath was 
able to bring all three men to the 
surface. 

All resuscitation equipment 
available in the Glades area was 
quickly brought to the scene of 
the accident but that and artifical 
respiration’ methods all failed in 
the heart-breaking efforts to re- 
vive the three men;

Some definite information on 
the fate of Cofiner's highway wiil 
be forthcoming at the annual 
budget of the State Road Board.

The commission accepted Boyd's 
recommendation against spending 
any considerable sum to repair 
the Monet bridge over the inter- 
coastal canal A committee had 
asked that the bridge be restored 
to use.

The much discusséd sales tax, 
which is bound to be an issue in 
the coming gubernatorial election, 
was the principal topic of discus- 
sion at the recent State Chamber 
of Commerce conference held at 
S. Petersburg, 

Recognizing the question as one 
of keen public interest, the State 
Chamber provided a  sounding- 
beard where both proponents and 
opponents might express their, 
views, with a no-decision ruling 
laid down in advance. 

Four able speakers met on the 
rostrum: Senator A. G. McArthur 
of Fernandina and S. Lloyd Fris- 
.bie, publisher of the Polk County 
Democrat of Bartow, speaking for 
a sales tax, and Senator Walter 
W. Rose, Orlando realtor and Dal- 
las L. Hostetler, executive secre- 
tary of the Florida Retailers As- 
Sociation opposing. 

With one gubernatorial aspirant 
on the panel and four others in 
the audience, Senator W. A. (Bil!) 
Shands of Gainesville, Fuller War- 
ren, attorney of Jacksonville, Dan 
McCarty, grower of Ft. Pierce, 
and Attorney General Tom Wat- 
son, the sales tax made itself rec- 
ognized as a hot topic in the com- 
ing campaign. 

It was a case of pay your money 
and take your choice and both 
sides made points that set the 
audience to thinking. Opinions ex- 
pressed after the discussion were 
varied, and no poll was taken and} 
no effort made to determine which 
side won the debate. 

Frisbie led off with a plea for 
relief from the present tax system 
which dscrininates against certain 
groups and industries. He attack- 
ed excise taxes suchas those on 
gasoline, liquor, cigarettes, etc., 
pointing out that such taxes pena- 
-lized some forms of business while 
others escaped.’ x 

Senator McArthur said that to» 
many politicians considered the 
best tax “is one that will pick the 
most feathers from the goose with 
the least squawk." He stated, “The 
reason Flroida does not have a 
sales tax today .is because of the

Big Lake Closing 
Is Upheld By Fla. 
Supreme Court 


TALLAHASSEE — The state 
game and fresh water .fish com- 
mission's right-to close Lake Okee- 
chobee and the St. Johns river to 
commercial fishing was upheld 
Tuesday by the Florida supreme 
court, 

In companion opinions, the court 
declared unconstitutional acts ot 
the 1947 slature which attempt- 
ed to designate the areas as sait 
water and therefore beyond the 
game. board juridriction. The sta- 
tutes attempted to exempt com- 
mercial ermen from penalties 
for violating the game commission 
ban on those waters. 

The court also reversed a low- 
er court ruling which would have 
nullified the 1942 constitutiona! 
amendment creating the game and 
fresh water fish commission and 
giving it exclusive - authority. to 
fix rulés governing taking of 
game fish and animals. 

The ruling means a continuatioa 
of the commission's ban on use of 
nets in the two big fresh water 
areas and sale and commercial 
transportation of Bream and’ sim- 
ilar species. The ban against net- 
ting of Black Bass was not ques- 
tioned in the litigation. 

Director Ben C. Morgan of tha 
game and fresh water fish commis- 
sion said he felt the court had 
“vindicated the commission's b 
lief in what the people of Florida 
wanted,” when they adopted the 
game amendment. 

“We're going to strictly enforce 
the regulations," he declared, add- 
ing the emphasis will be put on, 
apprehension of dealers selling 
banned fish and truckers haulinz 
from the lakes. Net fishermen also 
will be prosecuted, he said, but it

Heliocopter Used 
For Dusting Citrus 
Groves In Florida 


WINTER HAVEN — The first 
helicopter to be used for dusting 
citrus groves in Florida was put 
into service last week by George 
Petrouleas, head of the Dixie Dust: 
ers, a group of former Army flyers 
who have carried on a crop dust- 
ing operation over the state from 
Gilbert Field, here, during the 
pi year. 

Petrouleas reports that the ma- 
jor advantage of the helicopter 
over the conventional aircraft 
which they have been using suc- 
cessfully, is that it flies vertically 
and can. hover almost motionless 
over a given spot which allows for 
complete and thorough dust’ cover- 
age of citrus.trees, 

This new helicopter, designed es- 
pecially for dusting operations, :s 
the same type built by Bell Air- 
craft for the Army and Nevy dur- 
ing the war. It is partftularly 
adaptable for dusting all types of 
vegetable crops. The downwash of 
its rapidly whirling main rotor 
blades successfully swirls dust on- 
to the underside of plant foliage, 
which is the favorite haunt of 
many crop diseases and infesta- 
tions. Investigations are also un- 
derway for the use of the heli- 
copter iri the-control of mosquitoes 
and hyacinths. 

Petrouleas and his partners, B: 
Kinsell and Joe Fahey, are the 
first.flying dusters irt the state to 
purchase a helicopter for this pur- 
pose. Kinsell and. Petrouleas were 
room mates at the University of 
Michigan, Fahey met Pettouleas 
when they both were flying P51s 
over Japan from Iwo Jima during 
the war. Kinséll was a navigator 


in the Naval Air Transport Sec-| 


vice for three years. Petrouleas re- 
ceived his flight training at the 
Bartow Army Air Base and re- 
turned here because of his firm 
conviction? of the future necessity 
of aerial crop dusting in Florida's 
important citrus industry. 

Growers over the state will look 
upon this innovation with much 
interest because it will be used ex- 
tensively in Florida for dusting 
groves and many types of vege- 
table crops. .
